The  district  is  mainly  rural  in  character 
with  an  urbanised  area  in  Gillingham. 

The  principal  industries  of  the^area  are 
agricultural  with  associated  activities,  which 
include  two  bacon  factories  and  one  slaughter¬ 
house,  a  cheese  factory  and  a  milk  processing 
factory.  In  addition  there  are  factories 
dealing  in  synthetic  glue,  chemicals  and  glove 
making.  A  brick  and  tile  works  and  an  instru¬ 
ment  engineering  works  are  also  in  the  district.

The  service  has  again  proved,  in  every 
way,  to  be  co-operative  and  efficient. 

General  Medical  Practitioner,  Ophthalmic  and 

Pharmaceutical  Services 

These  are  administered  locally  by  the  Dorset 
Executive  Council. 

County  Council  Services 

The  personal  preventive  health  services  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 

They  comprise,  the  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children,  maternity,  school  health,  immunization 
and  vaccination,  home  nursing,  mental  health,  the 
ambulance  service,  the  care  and  after  care  of  the 
tuberculous,  blind  and  handicapped,  health  education, 
the  domestic  help  service  and  the  welfare  of  the 
aged. 

Domestic  Home  Help  Service 


Particular  mention  must  be  made  regarding 
the  domestic  home  help  service "which  is  of  such 
incalculable  benefit  to  the  needy  old  people, 
that  it  is  difficult  to  recall  how  these  people 
managed  before  this  service  was  instituted. 
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But  for  this  service,  on  which  increasing 
demands  are  being  made,  many  old  people  would 
be  unable  to  survive  in  their  own  homes. 

Voluntary  Services 

Acknowledgment  must  be  made  of  the  excellent 
work  carried  out  in  the  district  by  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society  with  regard  to  the  welfare  of 
aged  persons,  the  handicapped  and  disabled  and 
the  chiropody  service  for  old  people. 

A  meals  on  wheels  service  for  old  people  is 
provided  by  the  W.V.S.  At  the  end  of  the  year, 
thirty  persons  were  availing  themselves  of  this 
service  in  the  district.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Public  Supplies 

The  statutory  water  undertaking  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  is  the  West  Wilts  Water  Board.  There  has 
been  close  co-operation  between  the  Board’s  Off¬ 
icers  and  your  Public  Health  Officers,  copies  of 
reports  on  samples  of  water  taken  by  the  Board 
are  forwarded  to  my  office  and  reciprocally,  cop¬ 
ies  of  samples  taken  on  your  behalf  are  sent  to 
the  Board. 

The  supplies  remained  throughout  the  year, 
adequate  to  meet  the  demand  and  the  purity  of  the 
supplies  have  remained  satisfactory. 

Eighty  fi\Te  samples  of  water  were  taken  by 
the  Board  during  the  year  and  eight  by  your 
Inspectors. 

Private  Supplies 


One  or  two  small  supplies  of  doubtful  qual¬ 
ity  supplying  few  premises,  still  remain.  The 
Fontmell  Magna  private  supply  to  thirteen  dwell¬ 
ings  is  chlorinated. 


DRAINAGE  AID  SEWERAGE 


Although  preparatory  work  continued  in  res¬ 
pect  to  schemes  for  Bourton,  Motcombe,  Fontmell 
Magna,  Stour  Provost,  East  Stour,  Kington  Magna 
and  Buckhorn  Weston,  none  of  these  schemes  had 
been  commenced  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  regrettable  delay  in  advancement  of  the 
Bourton  scheme  was  the  difficulty  in  acquiring 
a  site  for  the  disposal  works  as  a  result  of  the 
Bourton  Milk  Factory  wishing  to  come  on  to  the 
public  sewer. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


House  Refuse  and  Salvage 

The  service  for  the  collection  of  house 
refuse  has  continued  as  in  previous  years,  pro¬ 
viding  a  weekly  service  in  Gillingham,  a  fort¬ 
nightly  one  in  nine  parishes  and  a  monthly  one 
in  die  remainder  of  the  district. 

One  hundred  and  three  tons  of  salvage  was 
collected  during  the  year  bringing  in  revenue 
of  £632  compared  with  £580  during  the  preceding 
year. 
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Cesspool  Emptying 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  ( through  the 
agency  of  a  contractor)  is  carried  out  in  non- 
sewered  parts  of  the  district  and  has  been  res¬ 
ponsible  for  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  nuis¬ 
ances. 


During  the  year  four  hundred  and  eighteen 
cesspools  or  septic  tanks  were  emptied. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS  POLLUTION 


Until  adequate  parish  sewerage  schemes  can 
be  provided  a  gross  amount  of  pollution  of 
streams  and  ditches  in  the  district  cannot  be 
avoided.  This  type  of  pollution  is  present  in 
most  parishes.

Three  slaughterhouses  (two  being  connected 
with  bacon  factories)  are  registered  in  the  dis¬ 
trict. 

Until  two  Authorised  Meat  Inspectors  were 
appointed  in  June  1965,  a  100%  inspection  of  all 
carcases  at  the  three  slaughterhouses  could  not 
be  carried  out.  Thereafter  full  inspection  was 
instituted. 

To  carry  out  duties  in  this  respect,  without
